This later attempt to involye them 
in a disastrous war should give President 
Louprr vause for consideration, France 
has, it is true, concluded an alliance with 
Russia for political reasons, foremost. of 
which is the desire to “maintain. the ‘sftine 
go in Burope. But that alliance, valuable 
ag it may have’proved—-or may be thought. 
to have proved—to .France, may be pur- 
chased at too dear a cost. A Power like 
France would natyrally be loth to repudi- 
ate an ‘alliance when her ally was in rather 
sore straits; but nothing can justify Russia 
—not even her semi-barbarism-for using 
dishonourable devices. in order to plange 
France in a war which would not only be 
repugnant to her feelings, but also calculated 
“Iu this 
case we hold that France would be justified, 
politically and morally, in terminating an 
alliance which ‘thas always’ been one-sided 
and has now become treacherous. If such 
a step were taken it would, we think, be 
applauded by at least the greater portion of 
the world, and we should not be surprised 
if the British Government, departing from 
its older policy of isolation, did not volunteer 
to create a new Anglo-French alliance for 
the preservation of the peace of Europe, 
which while threatening no one would be a 
guarantee against aggressive designs on the 
part.of Russia, and better ensure the object 
so thany great European statesmen have for 
the past half century lahoured to seenre.

The Shanghai Correspondent of the Times, 
in the course of a long letter, says: It is 
evident that in any Russo-Japanese treaty or 
international’ agreement which may ‘be mate 
upou the conclusion of the present “war 
diplomacy will concern itself chiefly with the 
future of China, of her territory and odminis- 
tration, As Sir Robert Hart-has pointed out 
in his recent, memorandum on the revenuo of 
the Empire, everything at the close of the war 
will depend upon whether China is in x position 
to secure for herself. a hearing or whether she 
will simply hove to obey orders. .The only class 
in-China that has mad} any effort to avoid the 
latter contingency are the. Hunanese, and their 
methods, unfortunately, aro the outcome of 
conservatism based on profound ignorance. 
Neverthloss, crude as those attempts have heen, 
tho Hunauese party deserves credit for not 
restricting its energies to the utterance of 
Confucian maxims and for tuking some definite 
action to protect the . empixe’s ° interests 
the. important matter of State rail- 
ways and mines, The Hunanose attitude, how 
” on 
oxclusion of foreign interference, oven in the 
shape of capital, Their suggestions are 
unpractical and their sohemes visionary ; but at 
leust.they appreciate the fact that so long as 
forsigners in China onjoy privileges of extra 
territoriality, railways under the present unde- 
ned control of “ earth-hungry ” Powors must 
‘be wsource of grave danger to the State. For 
this reason they opposo the construction of a 
Franco-Belgian trank railway through Hunan, 
and insist either on the maintenance of the 
line as a bona fide American. undertaking or on 
cancelling thé Washington contract. Inilica- 
tions are not Jacking of a similor state of 
public opinion, thongh without organized 
expression, in other directions ; and if. the 
Chinese Government should thereby be in- 
duced, with the .consent of the Powers in- 
terested, to place the whole question of 
railway contyol upon a new basis, protecting 
and maintaining the Emperor's. sovereign 
rights, the results would be of inesti- 


world, ‘Chis. new basis would involve an 
international agreement such as that of the 
“open door,’ and it would commence with the 
Manchurian aud Shantung railway systems ; 
it would include, not only the undeveloped 
‘British’ concessions of the Yangtsze provinces,

In-o yooont article I have deseribed the posi- 
tion of aifairs in regard to Belgian control of 
the southern trunk line .(Hankow-Canton), 
The. issue of that important question is still 
undecided.

and Nanking have at last been concluded, and 
thy work will shortly be commenced by a British 
syndicate. : : 

In November, 1898, Sir Claude MacDonald, 
then British Minister at Peking, desiring to 


reassure Lord Charles: Beresford in regard to |, 


railway concessions in China and our position 
in regard thereto, as compared with that of 
other nations, drew up a lengthy memorandum, 
which was subsequently published (Blue-book : 
China; No. Lof 1899). Reading this remarkable 
document to-day, one ‘is.as much impressed hy 
the snecesses at our expense which have since 
heen quietly uchieved by the diplomacy of our 
rivals as by tho internal evidenco which the 
document itself contains of our failure to’ 
recognize the objects and methods of that 
diplomacy. ‘One passage. quoted at random 
from: the summary of “cotceasions other than 
British” affords a striking illustration of 
the contrast hotween promise and achievement, 
besides showing in the clearest possible manner 
the results to he expected ander such conditions, 
Sir Claude wrote :— : i 

The Rnsso-Chinese Bank has sigued a con- 
tract for the construction of.a branch line from 
Tai-yuen-fus to connect with the Luhan trunk 
line near Cheng-ting. Length, approximately, 
130 miles. ‘They have, up to date, beon unable 
to raisa money for this line, I think it very 
possible that it will oventually be built by an 
Anglo-Russian_ syndicate. I am trying to 
arrange this, [Originally a British concossion, 
it became Russian by agreement between the 
Peking Syndicate and the Russian Bank (April. 
1998), ind ix now being built with French 
capital ag a French undertaking.] 

There is hardly a paragraph throughout the 
entire report which does: not contain similar 
expressions of a sanguine satisfaction which, 
however legitimate it muy: have been at the 
time, has now become pathetic in the faee of 
actual facts. ‘To anyone who dosires an 
epitome of the failures of British policy in 
China T can recommend nothing more instruc- 
tive than this document. a 

The net result of tho “ battle of concessions ” 
up to November 26th, 1898, was summarise! by 
the British Minister as follows -—-

Herein tho littlest Englander could find no 
momentous pledging of the.nation's credit, norto 
tho most sensitive Chancellor of the Exchequer 
could itappear a dangerous experiment. since it 
waswdmitted even then that railways in Chiou 
were generally remunera'ive investments on 
their merits.’ Nevertheloss, the far-reaching and 
fortunate results of this undemonstrative sup- 
port have been sicfiiciently conspicuous. But for 
that sypport it is, to suy the least, highly im- 
probably that Russia would ever have reloxed 
the grip she had secured of the Northern Rnil- 
way south ag well as north of the Greut Wall 
under caver of the Boxer movement. » It is, T 
believe, the still-accepted formula that the.credits 
of the British Government may uot bo extended 
to protect pirate enterprise, and especially be- 
yond the limits of the King's dominions, ~The 
question is too wide a oue for discussion here ; 
but to the plain man it would seem that ff, in 
striking the nation's balance-sheat, it be shown 
that our trading and other rights over hulf a cou- 
tinent can he preserved by guarantesing the con- 
structionand working of a British-controlled rail- 
way, the udvantigés offsuch action unmeesurably 
ontwoigh its possible risks, «This is the polioy, 
the snocessful policy, of our rivals. “Lf it he said 
that such national ruarantees should not be used 
for the. henetit of private individuals or com-. 
panies, the natural reply suggests, itself :— 
“Such .and such a concession hus been 
given by China under pressure of demands 
by the British Govermment ; — therefore 
throw it open to competition by British 
companies, ond let the result. be a British 
nationul undertaking, on Chinese territory 
for the necessary protection of onr commercial 
interests therein.” ‘Surely there is something 
parlous in a polley which insists on such con- 
cessions being granted to Great Britain and 
then fails to maintain them as ational under- 
tukings?

action of the Foreign Office in 1899 seemed to he 
an earnest there has heen no further sign, 

To return to Sir Clinde MacDonald's railway
